The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Regarding claim 1 , Shiokawa et al, (U.S. 2004/0136696) teaches a video/audio 
recording apparatus where an incoming transport stream (TS) is converted to program 
stream fomiat (PS). Referring to Figure 1 , the incoming transport stream is first 
demultiplexed into PES-V and PES-A streams and then demultiplexed further into 
elementary audio and video streams ES-V and ES-A. These elementary streams are 
then remultiplexed into PS format and fonwarded to a recording medium. Shiokawa et 
al. fails to teach the use of separate video and audio payload queues prior to 
remultiplexing. Shiokawa et al. also fails to teach determining a valid PS schedule for 
remultiplexing the payload data from the queues in accordance with a PS target 
decoder model. 

Regarding claims 2=20. these claims are all further limiting to claim H and are 
thus also allowable.
